It  also  will 
highlight  past  community  and  civic  en- 
deavors in  Montana,  notably  the  "Mon- 
tana Study"  of  the  1940s.  Among  the 
conference  themes  will  be  the  important 
Frole  of  heritage  and  values  in  com- 


munity development,  the  need  for  and 
benefits  of  citizen  engagement,  and  the 
potential  contributions  of  cultural  org- 
anizations in  the  humanities  and  arts.

MCH  to  Confer  Governor's 
Humanities  Awards  in 
Great  Falls 

Governor  Marc  Racicot  and  the  Mon- 
tana Committee  for  the  Humanities  will 
confer  the  1996-97  Governor's  Hu- 
manities Awards  November  15  in  Great 
Falls    Begxui  in  1995.  the  Governor's 
Humanities  Awards  recognize  achieve- 
ment m  the  humanities  and  are  award- 
ed biennially.  Honorees  are  Joe 
McDonald,  President  of  Salish 
Kootenai  College  in  Pablo,  civic  leader 
Antoinette  "Toni"  Hagener  of  Havre, 
and  author  Dan  Cushman  of  Great 
Falls.  The  ceremony  begins  at  7:30  PM 
and  will  be  followed  by  a  public 
reception. 
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NEH  Funded  for  1997 


The  Omnibus  Funding  Bill  for 
1997.  passed  by  Congress  and 
signed  b\'  the  President  late  in 
September,  provided  $  1 1 0  million 
for  NEH.  Although  this  level  is 
the  same  as  in  1996,  it  includes  an 
additional  $1  5  million  for  state 
councils  such  as  MCH.  State 
allocations  from  NEH  for  1997 
are  not  yet  available,  but  MCH 
expects  to  approach  its  1995  \e\c\ 
of  funding,  prior  to  the  reductions 
mandated  by  Congress  in  1996. 
The  $110  million  figure  greatly 
suroassed  anoroDriations 
pre\  iously  passed  in  the  House 
and  pending  in  the  Senate    The 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
(NEA)  received  $99.5  million  in 
1997  funding,  the  same  le\el  it 
received  in  1996. 

The  passage  of  the  Omnibus  Bill 
precludes  the  uncertainties  of 
1996,  when  many  federal  agencies, 
including  the  NEH.  operated  for 
much  of  the  year  on  a  short-term, 
continuing  resolution  basis. 


Although  MCH  is  not  a  federal 
agenc> .  it  made  grant  awards  for 
most  of  1 996  on  a  strict  contin- 
genc\  basis,  in  \ie\\  of  these 
circumstances.  No  such  basis  is 
expected  to  appK  in  1997 

Congressional  discussion  about 
NEH  was  far  more  encouraging  for 
the  agency  in  1 996  than  in  the 
previous  >ear    A  proposal  in  the 
House  of  Representatn  es  to 
eliminate  NEH  was  defeated,  254 
to  168,  in  a  strongly  bipartisan 
vote. 

Members  of  Montana's  delega- 
tion in  the  104"'  Congress.  Sena- 
tors Max  Baucus  and  Conrad 
Bums,  and  Representative  Pat 
Williams,  have  consistently 
indicated  their  support  for  NEH, 
and  especially  its  state  humanities 
councils.  MCH  is  grateful  for 
their  responsi\  eness  and  continued 
support  for  public  funding  of  the 
humanities.

MCH  was  saddened  at  the  loss  of  two  former  board  members 

last  spring:  Richard  Bowers,  of  Poison,  fonner  president 

of  the  University  of  Montana,  who  served  on  the 

Committee  from  January  1977  to  June  1978,  and 

Jean  Anderson,  of  Billings,  a  dedicated  community  activist 

and  a  Committee  member  fiom  1978  to  1980. 
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Song  of  the  Dodo  Heard  in  Billings 

Bozeman  uTiter  David  Quammen  ga\  e  MCH  members  and 
others  a  readmg  in  Billmgs  in  September  from  his  acclaimed  The 
Song  of  the  Dodo:  Island  Biogeography  in  an  Age  of  Extinc- 
tions (Scnbner,  1996).  The  readmg.  cosponsored  with  the  Billings 
YMCA  Writer's  Voice,  attracted  some  150  and  was  followed  by  a 
reception  at  the  MSU-Billings  Alumni  House. 

Although  promoted  as  a  work 
of  science  journalism.  The  Song 
of  the  Dodo  is  of  considerable 
interest  to  the  humanities    Its 
historical  and  interpretive 
account  of  scientific  theorv  is 
engaging,  and  mam  of  the 
issues  It  addresses  are  of  moral 
and  philosophical  interest. 
Elaborating  theories  advanced 
b>  biologists  Robert  McArthur 
and  Edward  O.  Wilson.  The 
Song  of  the  Dodo  notes  the 
unusual  evolutionary  develop- 
ment patterns  of  species  on  islands  and  island-like  areas.  It  notes 
also  the  vulnerability  of  such  species  and  the  extinction  of  many  in 
recent  times. 

Quammen  brought  his  points  home,  literally,  in  noting  that,  with 
increasing  human  intrusion  and  development,  island  biogeograph\ 
is  not  limited  to  islands:  the  Yellowstone  ecosystem,  for  example, 
itself  has  become  quite  island-like  in  its  biogrography. 

MCH  was  in  Billings  for  its  September  quarterly  meeting.  Next 
meetings  in  1996-97  are  scheduled  for  Great  Falls  (November 
16-17),  Helena  (January  25-26),  and  Miles  City  (Apnl  19-20).

A  B  Guthrie's  The  Big  Sky  (1947)  told  of  a  West  looking  for- 
ward, and  a  man  looking  backward.  The  book  sprang  from  western 
m\lhs  of  escape,  and  in  its  tragedy  predicted  western  revisionism 
In  the  last  fith  >ears  the  West  has  continued  to  change,  and  people 
to  face  new  challenges  Recent  books  and  films  (Richard  White  and 
Ken  Bums)  ha\e  offered  new  end-of-the-centur\  overviews. 

This  retrospective  conference  offers  a  chance  to  contrast  our  mid- 
centur>  visions  and  our  late  centur\  revisions  from  cross- 
disciplinarv  perspectives:  Literature.  Histors.  Native  American 
Studies.  American  Studies,  Environmental  Studies.  The  conference 
will  combine  academic  research  and  public  policy  discussions. 

Topics  might  include;  successes  and  failures  of  western  revision- 
ism (from  Boone  to  Bums''),  gender  and  ethnic  studies,  the  Black- 
feet  or  the  Metis  in  relation  to  Guthrie,  the  rise  of  environment- 
alism  and  its  relation  to  westem  m>lhs.  international  considera- 
tions, the  Canadian  and  US  Rockv  Mountain  front  (mining  and 
World  Heritage  sites),  western  fiction  and  film  of  the  fifties  (and 
Shane  and  The  Big  Sky),  Guthrie's  career  and  associates  (DeVoto.

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Changes  in  Speakers  Bureau  Program 

The  Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities  recently  approved 
several  changes  in  its  well  known  state-wide  Speakers  Bureau 
program.  Commencing  in  1997,  MCH  will  enlist  new  speakers 
and  presentation  topics  on  an  annual  rather  than  a  biennial  or 
triennial  basis.  The  Committee  hopes  that  this  change  in  polic\ 
will  make  the  program  more  responsive  to  changing  needs  and 
interests  of  the  public.  And  it  hopes  the  program  also  can  become 
more  responsive  to  scholars  and  others  who  wish  to  propose  new 
presentations. 

A  call  for  proposals  for  new  presentations  will  appear  in  the 
winter  issue  of  the  MCH  newsletter.  The  Committee  will  review 
these  proposals  at  its  spring  meeting,  and  those  approved  will 
appear  in  the  1998  Speakers  Bureau  brochure. 

The  MCH  Speakers  Bureau  provides  speakers  on  humanities 
topics  to  communities  and  organizations — schools,  colleges, 
museums,  libraries,  civic  and  professional  groups,  and  others — on 
a  low-cost,  easily  managed  basis.  Sponsoring  organizations  simpK 
choose  a  speaker  from  the  brochure  listing,  book  the  speaker 
directlv,  and  pro\  ide  publicit>  and  meeting  space.  MCH  pays  an 
honoranum  as  well  as  travel  and  related  speaker  expenses. 

The  current  Speakers  Bureau  brochure,  featuring  some  thirty 
speakers  and  forty-three  topics,  was  distributed  in  October.  Copies 
may  be  obtained  from  the  MCH  office.

MCH  Establishes 
Endowment 

At  Its  Apnl,  1996.  meeting, 
MCH  established  an  inviol- 
able endowment  with  the 
Montana  Communit>  Found- 
ation in  Helena    In  its  reso- 
lution, the  Committee  spoke 
of  its  wish  to  "proclaim  and 
provide  for  the  permanence  of 
its  endeavors"  in  bringing  the 
humanities  to  the  people  of 
Montana. 

For  several  years,  the  Com- 
mittee has  supported  an  en- 
dowment fund,  diverting 
twent>'  per  cent  of  otherwise 
unrestncted  gifts  and  earnings 
to  this  quasi-endowment.  With 
a  permanent  endowment  no\\ 
afforded  b\-  association  with 
the  Montana  Community' 
Foundation.  MCH  will  con- 
tinue to  build  Its  endo\\Tnent 
through  diverting  a  percentage 
of  unrestricted  gifts  and 
earnings  in  this  manner   But 
the  Committee  also  solicits 
gifts  directly  to  the  MCH  en- 
dowment fund  at  MCF. 


The  April  resolution  also  di- 
rected that  earnings  from  the 
endowment  be  returned  to 
pnncipal  until  it  has  reached  a 
sum  ofat  least  $100,000, 

Fnends  may  contribute  to  the 
Endowment  b\  noting  on  gift 
checks,  either  to  MCH  or  the 
Montana  Communitv  Found- 
ation, that  these  gifts  are  for 
the  MCH  Endowment.
